© Authorities recommend that fam- 
ilies who wish to adopt a European 
orphan apply to the department of 
welfare in their own state. If, as is 
likely, there are no suitable children 
available, the welfare department 
then gets in touch with the U.S. Com- 
mittee for the Care of European Chil- 
dren, Inc., the only agency author- 
ized to bring them into this country. 

‘There are many complications, 
however. To begin with, under 
immigration laws no foreigner, adult 
or child, can enter this country with- 
out providing date and place of birth. 
With war orphans this is often im- 
possible, since few of them are old 
enough to remember where they 
came from. Furthermore European 
children come under the same na- 
tional quota as adults and must wait 
their turn. The Displaced Persons 
Actallows only 3,000 children under 
16 to come in without quota. 

Moreover while most of the ob- 
stacles are American-made, Europe 
is not anxious to depopulate itself 
by shipping its children away.

Truman calls for @ new left shift 


In Washington Harry Truman stood before the 
newborn 81st Congress to deliver the President’s 
annual State of the Union message. To a remat 
able degree it sounded like a repeat performance; 
the language and the proposals were much the same 
as in January of 1948, But this time there was one 
great difference. In 1948 nobody had listened; the 
temperature in the big House chamber had been 
lower than last week's in Kimball, Neb. (pp. 
This time everybody listened—the Democrats with 
various degrees of enthusiasm or dutifulness, the 
Republicans with various degrees of horror or resig- 
nation. Like it or not, the 81st Congress knew that 
Harry Truman's program would also have to be its 
program—subject only to deletions and revisions, 
not to a complete rewrite. Harry Truman and his 
kind of Democrat, swept in or converted by the un- 
expected November tide, were now in control. 

‘What Harry Truman wanted was $4 billion in new 
taxes, a bigger and better social security program, 
national health insurance, a million-unit housing 
program, stand-by power over prices, more federal 
aid to education, more power projects, more help for 
the farmer, tougher antitrust laws. He also wanted 
quick repeal of the 80th Congress’s Taft-Hartley 
law and a big stick over the steel companies in the 
form of authority to build government plants if the 
steel industry failed to expand as rapidly as he want- 
ed. What all this added up to was best summarized 
by Columnist Stewart Alsop: “The President’s rec- 
ommendations to Congress were well to the Left of 
any recommendations which have ever been made 
to that body by any President, including Truman's 
predecessor. ... The basic premise behind every 
word the President spoke was simply that in every 
field affecting the public welfare, from health and 
housing and prices to the production of steel, the 
state must assume the ultimate responsibi 

‘To pay for this far-reaching program Harry Tru- 
man sent up a budget message calling for $41.9 bi 
lion—the biggest ever in a peacetime year. Of this 
total $21 billion would go for defense and foreign ai 
$5.45 billion for interest on the public debt, $15.45 
billion for the domestic program. This was a lot of 
money but under the new leaders of the House (op- 
posite, above) and the new Democratic committee 
chairmen (p. 30) it looked as if President Truman 
had a fair chance of getting nearly every cent of it.

Jay Franklin’s article in last week’s Lire 
predicting that Truman was about to junk the 
bipartisan foreign policy in favor of a “be soft 
to Russia” approach raised a hullabaloo in 
Washington. At a press conference marked for 
its acerbity the President disowned Franklin 
lock, stock and barrel: the article, he said, was 
“without foundation” in “nearly every in- 
stance and paragraph.” Truman denied that 
he had had any private talks with Mr. Frank- 
lin about foreign policy, and he denied by in- 
ference that Mr. Franklin had been one of his 
important 1948 campaign speech writers. 

All of this was a little hard on Jay Franklin, 
who did work on the campaign speeches and 
who has had some important contacts with 
certain people around the President. After all, 
Harry Truman did propose sending Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson to Moscow during the election cam- 

ign, he did say at one point that he rather 
Tiked “old Joe” Stalin and he did tell the Eddie 
Jacobson luncheon guests in Kansas City that 
an attempt to discover friendship in the Krem- 
lin was on the White House agenda for the next 
four years. Moreover when Mr. Franklin pre- 
dicted the triumph of the “soft”? Russian line 
in a Philadelphia newspaper column published 
on Nov. 29, 1948, the President didn’t actually 
deny it in the public prints. Projected against 
this background, the Franklin Lire article 


made very good reportorial sense. By a strange 
coincidence President Truman made Dean 
Acheson, once the proponent of a “trust Rus- 
sia” policy, his new Secretary of State on the 
very day which he chose to disown Jay Frank- 
lin. He also replaced Robert Lovett, the target 
of Franklin’s most searing shots, as Under Sec- 
retary of State by James Webb, a man singled 
out by Franklin for special praise. 

Jay Franklin made a logical deduction from 
events, and Lire, which hoped Mr. Franklin 
would be proved wrong, published it as rele- 
vant journalism. We are dled that Truman has 
assured the country that Mr. Franklin’s way 
of putting a pale together is not the right 
way. We are happy to note that the bipartisan 
foreign policy will be continued and that there 
will be no effort to appease Russia until the 
Soviet government is ready to call off its at- 
tempt to take over the non-Soviet world by 
the inside manipulation of Cominform agents. 

As for the appointment of Dean Acheson to 
succeed Marshall as Secretary of State, it is a 
good one on the testimony of Washington cor- 
respondents, who tell us that Acheson’s con- 
version to a strong policy on Russia has been 
both thorough and sincere. Acheson was once 
a member of the “be soft to Russia” group in 
the State Department, and a member of his 
law firm has acted for the Communist govern- 


ment of Poland. But as Acheson read the cables 
from Europe in 1946 and early 1947 the scales 
fell from his eyes. It was Dean Acheson who 
dropped the word to the Iranians that the U.S. 
would not sit idly by if Stalin tried to seize Iran. 
The result was a stiffening of the Iranians and a 
defeat of Stalin’s attempt to take over in Te- 
heran. Acheson was a supporter of the Truman 
Doctrine for aid to Greece. And in his speech 
at Cleveland, Miss. on May 8, 1947 Acheson 
clearly foreshadowed the Marshall Plan. 

The only trouble with late converts to the 
idea that one must stand up to Russia if one 
is to have peace with Russia is that they often 
continue to be suspicious of the earlier con- 
verts. The anti-Cominform class of 1947 al- 
most never makes friends with the anti-Com- 
intern class of 1939; the psychology of hufii- 
ness continues after the reason for the huffi- 
ness has disappeared. The result of this is that 
wien ‘who believe ia ike eine foreign policy 
sometimes have great personal difficulties in 
cooperating to establish it. We think Dean 
Acheson will be able to rise above the pettiness 
of holding ancient grudges after the cause of 
the grudges has disappeared. But his greatness 
as Secretary of State will be measured by his 
ability to work with State Department people 
who knew about Russian intentions some years 
before Acheson became aware of their nature. 


“IMMORAL” PROFITS IF THEY ARE SINFUL, LAWMAKERS CAN SAVE US BY 100° TAX 


That eminent fiscal authority, Mayor Curley 
of Boston, has come up with a daisy: he wants 
to see the profits taxed at the rate of 15% for 
the benefit of our towns and cities, many of 
which need more money than they are now 

etting from real estate taxes. This proposal 

Rea ‘been. topped by the, Wall, Givest Journ, 
which thinks the 48 states ought logically to be 
cut in on any corporate tax dealt for another 
15%. The resulting 30% for cities, towns and 
states would, so the Journal blandly points out, 
be in addition to the 50% federal corporation 
profits levy which the more voracious spenders 
in Congress hope to get for 1949. With 80% of 
all business profits going to federal, state and 
local governments, that would leave 20% for 
the owners of business, Why leave any? The 
Journal suggests that the last 20% be disposed 
of in “some other wholesome fashion.” 

Obviously the Wall Street Journal, which 
has yet to be taken over by a Communist cell, 
is offering its suggestion in the ironical spirit 
of Jonathan Swift, who long ago made the 
“modest proposal” that the way to stop the 
famine in Ireland was for the Irish to eat their 
babies. Although the Swiftian brand of irony is 
sometimes misunderstood, we have often won- 
dered why it is not more widely employed in 
journalism, for it has its constructive uses. 
Rightly read, irony is a marvelous aid in sharp- 
ening up one’s perceptions. Maybe we Ameri- 


cans need our perceptions sharpened up on- 


the subject of profits. Americans like to see 
their industries humming; they like to see 
G.M. producing thousands of cars. But the 
dream society of many of us is terrific produc- 
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tivity—and no profits to “parasite” investors. 
Profits are, in the latter-day lexicon, a plain- 
ly immoral thing. If Americans want it that 
way, okay. If profits are sinful, the Wall Street 
Journal is on the side of good theology in sug- 
gesting total abolition. The politician who takes 
the profits away from the profit makers is like 
a good pastor saving his flock from the devil. 
e trul 


ian got around to the job. 
n the directors of A.T. & T. 
hitting the sawdust trail, abolishing the 1949 
dividend and mailing the undivided profits to 
the sharecroppers of Mississippi. One can see 
Ben Fairless of U.S. Steel getting up off the 
mourners’ bench to argue ‘vith his stockholders 
that it is their duty to divert all the 1949 profits 
to worthy causes. Without profits A. T. & T. 
and U.S. Steel might have to run to Washing- 
ton for money to add to their plant in fiscal 
1949, but the printing press at the federal treas- 
ury could easily take care of that. 

The modern view that profits are immoral 
springs from the prior assumption that human 
beings are too greedy to employ the income 
from their savings in socially constructive ways. 
But if human beings are that bad would the dis- 
eppearancs of profits automatically eradicate 
the greed? There would still be scope for the 
greedy in black markets, race tracks and rack- 
ets. Faced with the moral necessity of ending up 
in the red, the good corporation would hardly 
check the greedy in their manipulation of un- 
limited expense accounts. Inefficiency would be- 
come the new criterion for clever management. 


Some people who remember their back his- 
tory mine interrupt the dream of the new day 
to recall that a lot of welfare activities were 
started by private individuals in the 19th Cen- 
tury, when profits were a respectable part of 
business. Didn’t Andrew Carnegie shell out a 
lot of moola for libraries? Didn't John D. Rock- 
efeller Sr. finance the University of Chicago? 
Didn't the elder J. P. Morgan endow lying-in 
hospitals? Didn’t good churchgoers give’a tithe 
of their income as a regular thing to the church 
for missionary work and various church social 
services? Didn’t the employes of a drapery 
firm in London start the Y.M.C.A.? 

The library and hospital relics of a flint- 
hearted century, however, are nothing to what 
the politicians could give us once they begin 
taxing profits at a really effective rate. With 
the federal government taking 50% or 70%, 
every boy of 18 could have a federally en- 
dowed Harvard education. 

What Mayor Curley has done is to make the 
modern trend absolutely clear. Well, what are 
the Republicans waiting for? Why doesn’t Sen- 
ator Lodge, for instance, make sure of his elec- 
tion to the presidency in 1952 by beating Harry 
Truman to the punch? “America’s profits in 
the service of America’s people,” might be the 
right Republican slogan to put behind a 100% 
profit levy. Henry Wallace would undoubtedly 
try to steal the show by advocating a 150% tax 
on profits and would no doubt roll up a big vote 
among supporters of unlimited deficit finance. 
But the 150% profit tax is looking ahead to 
1956 or 1960; in 1952 a 100% levy ought to be 
enough to elect anybody, even a Republican.

Fine acting redeems a talky melodrama about mercy killing 


The most inept title of the year, Live Today for Tomorrow, burdens a movie 
which is receiving more critical acclaim than box-office profits. It is a grim 
tale of a judge who holds to the letter of the law and deals out such stiff sen- 
tences that he is called “Old Man Maximum.” He learnsa painful lesson in hu- 
manity when his wife falls victim to an incurable and painful dis of the 
brain. He at last decides to take the law into his own hands and kill her. Op- 
erating under Hollywood codes of conduct, the movie never comes genuine- 
ly to grips with the problems it talks about—mercy killing and the nature 
of justice; it ends with a contrived and unsatisfactory courtroom solution. But 
it does have Fredric March and Florence Eldridge (who in private life is Mrs. 
March) acting the tormented judge and his wife. Playing two decent, under- 
standing people caught up in apersonal tragedy and trying in their agony to act 
scrupulously and to inflict no needless pain, they bring into the atmosphere of 
talky melodrama around them some of the passions and suffering of real life.

Model young English nobleman leads a busy life 
at the harracks, the races and the royal palace 


Not many months ago the stately quiet of the U.S. Ambassador's home 
in London was shattered by a frightful clatter coming from the mansion’s 
massive stor It sounded like horsemen charging right up the 
front steps. It:was. The horsemen were the young Marquess of Blandford, 
who appears at left magnificently fitted out as a Life Guardsman, and a 
fellow officer come to pay a simple social call on Ambassador Lewis 
Douglas’ blond daughter Sharman. ‘The first time they did it,” says Mrs. 
Douglas cheerfully, “we thought the house was coming down, But it was 
just ‘Sonny’ Blandford’s high spirits. He is a nice boy. 

Chubby Linch) Sonny Blandford is the very model 
of a young British nobleman, as shiny and pink a product of Eton and 
Sandhurst as a Noel Coward comedy or carried his 
short officer's cane in England’s battles. At 22 he is, by birth and training, 
the authentic article, the specimen young lord whose routine leads from 
his tailor’s to his club (Buck's), to his regiment and often to the royal 
palace. Weekends Blandford is apt to spend racing about the countryside 
in his shiny new red Riley roadster or, like other Guardsmen, fox-hunt- 
ing astride one of his regiment’s gleaming black hors 

His ancestors date back through 10 good and indi 
Marlborough to John Churchill, the famous first one who saved England 
and humiliated France's great Louis XIV at the battles of Ramillies and 
Blenheim, Sonny's grandfather, the ninth duke, married Consuelo Van- 
derbilt, who divorced him aft ars and two sons. The elder, Sonny’s 
father, is the 10th duke, a celebrated bon vivant, a fine marksman and a 
cousin of Winston Churchill. 
onny, who may be the 11th duke and is a crack shot too, got his com- 
mission in the exclusive Life Guards, part of the Royal Household Caval- 
ry, in 1946, a year before he became 21.The latter event was celebrated at 
ancient Blenheim Palace, the Marlborough seat, with dancing on the lawn 
and the shooting off of fireworks.

4. Improving the Transportation “Factory.” 
In 1948 the railroads spent for improvements alone 
more than a billion dollars, That meant spending an 
average of three million dollars per day—for new 
streamlined passenger trains, new freight cars, and 
new, more efficient locomotives—for new track, sig- 
nals, and shops to keep them rolling even more 
surely, more efficiently. 


5. Paying Thefr Own Way. Railroads provide 
and maintain their roadway and equipment with 
railroad dollars, not taxpayers’ dollars. In addition 
they pay about a billion dollars a year in taxes.

At 90 the world’s most indefatigable horticulturist still wanders to far-off places looking for plants 


Liberty Hyde Bailey, 90, is the most tireless hor- 
ticulturist and the greatest authority on garden 
plants, palm trees and blackberry bushes in the 
world. He has traveled 250,000 miles looking for 
plants, collected 275,000 of them, classified thou- 
sands of them, written and edited 156 books about 
them and had 18 of them named after him, includ- 
ing a Ficus Baileyi, a rare Chinese fig, and Gri- 


maldia Baileyorum, a Venezuelan shrub. A lively, 
independent, strong-minded nonagenarian, Dr. 
Bailey will leave Cornell University in a few weeks 
for a plant trip to the Caribbean.

MUSSOLINI'S MILLIONS 


A story of a great political scandal: How partisans captured 
the Duce’s vast treasure... How two young lovers were slain to 


hide it... 


How it helps pay the bills of the Communist party

After the final collapse of the Fascist regime 
Benito Mussolini, a few of his followers and some 
German military personnel were fleeing north- 
ern Italy in convoy for the Swis: border. With 
them they carried a great treasure in Italian and 
foreign currencies, gold and precious stones (op- 
. On the highway this treasure w 
partisan guerrillas in the name of the 
Italian people. But in one of the brashest, long- 
‘sustained conspiracies ever mounted against 
a nation by a political minority within the na- 
tion, the bulk of the treasure was diverted into 
the coffers of the Italian Communist party. This 
is the story of the treasure and the conspir: 


Although the Italian press has reported many 
of the facts, the story is told here in detail for 
the first time.

HE convoy rumbled through the dawn, 
attering steely echoes through the quiet 
Como valley. The road twisted so narrowly be- 
tween sheer cliffs and tall villa walls that as the 
vehicles careened around the curves they almost 
scraped their sides. Rain had fallen all night and 
in the rising sun the humped macadam glistened 
like a seal’s back. In the tiny villages flanking 
the lake the first church bells tolled. It was 7 
o'clock on the morning of April 27, 1945. 

At the head of the convoy rode the Germans in 
fat troop carriers and armored cars. They did not 
go impoverished. To the remnants of their pro- 
curement funds they had added the fruits of pil- 
lage. The Italians trailed after them in civilian 
automobiles led by an armored car of their own, 


Inside sat the swashbuckling secretary of the 
st party, Alessandro Pavolini, surrounded 
ses stuffed with currency and jewels, 
‘ome of the Italians were accompanied by 
wives and children, some by mistresses; nearly 
all were laden with currency or jewels or both. 
Third from the end, in a black Alfa Romeo, rode 
Mussolini. He traveled light. In valuables he car- 
ried only 160 gold sovereigns ($1,316). But in the 
automobile of his mistr retta Petacci, fol- 
lowing close behind, was a red leather chest full 
of assorted valuables. Claretta had also sewn 
into the straps of her brassiere two uncut dia- 
monds, and she wore a diamond ring. Another car 
carried an item which illuminated Mussolini's 
feelings for the people who had trusted and sup-

As the convoy lumbered on unobstructed, a wave of optimism 
swept over the fugitives. It was only 31 miles to the Swissborder.... 


Amileahead, before the village of Musso, 20 partisans—a platoon 
detachment from the 52nd Garibaldi Brigade—stood stiffly around 
the big tree they had thrown across the road, their ears straining 
toward the clatter of the oncoming convoy. Nervously their hands 
tightened around their rifles and Tommy guns. A few had machine 
guns. A handful of villagers gawked at them from behind the lake- 
side wall. The convoy rumbled closer and finally the first of the Ger- 
man vehicles careened around the bend. As against their 20 men 
the fugitives numbered hundreds. The partisans loosed a warning 
volley. The Germans answered with their machine guns. In the ex- 
change a villager was killed, a partisan wounded. 

But the Germans had little stomach for fighting. They held their 
fire and a German officer lowered himself to the road, signaling that 
he wanted to parley. 

Shortly, Pedro, the commander of the 52nd Brigade, who had been 
catnapping nearby in the home of a friend, a Swiss named Alois Hof- 
mann, arrived with his host. With Hofmann acting as interpreter, 
he parleyed with the Germans for seven hours. In the end he made 
them a proposition: they could pass, providing they took no Italians 
with them. Not caring what happened to their former allies, the Ger- 
mans accepted and piled back into their carriers. When the Fascists 
grasped the situation, some in desperation slipped their valuables in- 
to the troop carriers, thinking somehow to recover them later. In this 
way the three sacks of wedding rings wound up with the Germans. 

lussolini decided to trust his person to the Germans. Wriggling 
into a Luftwaffe corporal’s tunic and helmet, he sneaked up to the 
nearest German vehicle, a truck, and, still unrecognized, swung 
himself aboard. (Claretta stayed behind, to be taken prisoner later 
in the day.) The convoy broke apart like a sundered snake. The 
German half crawled toward the next village, which was Dongo, 
leaving the Italians in Pedro’s hands. 

Pavolini, however, was determined to crash through at any cost, 
and when the partisans lifted the roadblock his armored car lurched 
toward it, A grenade stopped it in its tracks. Pavolini jumped out 
and dove into the lake. ithe villagers fished him out ashen-faced 
and quailing with fear and cold. 

‘The partisan platoon, meantime, had split forces. While one group 
disarmed the meek Italians, another started down the column, pok- 
ing into the vehicles as they passed. In the bombed armored car they 
found Pavolini’s treasure and as they progressed they found valua- 
bles in nearly every vehicle. They stacked the mounting hoard be- 
hind a wall—glittering bars of gold, sheaves of green and yellow 
currency, mounds of gold that gave a sharper glint to the azaleas 
flaming along the lake. Pedro warned them to guard it with their 
lives, reminding them that the National Committee of Liberation, 
which was the pro tem government of Italy, had declared all Fascist 
property forfeit to the state. 


The Luftwaffe corporal is unmasked 


AS the partisans reached the tail of the column they saw that they 
were not the first to get there. In its flight the convoy had roused 
the countryside and now villagers by the score were streaming to 
the spot. They found the convoy’s position favorable for looting. 
The bend around which it rested curved as sharply as a skeletons 
elbow and the convoy itself ran to 38 vehicles, so that its rear could 
not be seen from the head. The villagers ransacked the end cars and, 
mistaken by the terrified Fascists for partisans, met no resistance. 
By the time Pedro’s men arrived, some of the looters had already 
skipped with their plunder. 

In a house-to-house search the partisans later retrieved a good 
deal of it but an unknown quantity eluded them. For days after- 
ward empty banknote wrappers skittered across the fields like dry 
leaves. Several villagers struck it rich. The mayor of Musso, till then 
bankrupt, started to build a sumptuous villa while his signora be- 
decked herself with diamonds once owned by a Fascist minister. 

Dongo lies so close to Musso as virtually to form part of the same 
community. There another detachment of Garibaldini were on the 
alert when the German motorcade approached, and they held it up 
again. By prearrangement with a courier from Pedro they searched 
for Fascist stowaways. In the cab of the truck they found a Luft- 
waffe corporal pretending to be in a drunken torpor. They peered 
under his helmet and saw the fallen dictator. 

‘After removing Mussolini and locking him up in the town hall the 
partisans let the Germans drive on, Dongo being no better equipped

to handle them than Musso. But at Ponte del Passo, not far from 
the border, were massed 300 Garibaldini of the 92nd Brigade. They 
had been alerted by the partisans at Dongo and Musso. When the 
Germans smelled the trap they began jettisoning their riches, some 
figuring it would go easier with them if they were taken empty- 
handed, others out of sheer spite, and a second golden shower del- 
uged the landscape. The three sacks of wedding rings, which weighed 
77 pounds ($49,000) were dumped into the Mera River. They landed 
in shallow water and next day a fisherman hauled them out. 

A pair of German naval officers with 33 million lire ($330,000) be- 
tween them had a better idea, Swinging their carrier around, they 
raced back to Dongo and Hofmann’s house. Presumably they rea- 
soned that as a neutral the Swiss might do business with them. They 
pressed the money upon him, asking him to keep a third for himself 
and send the rest to two girl friends of theirs. ‘then, overtaking the 
convoy, they surrendered. 

‘They misjudged their man. Hofmann was a partisan sympathizer. 
He turned the money over to Pedro, who paid out three million lire 
($30,000) of it to his men and deposited the balance ina local savings 
bank pending instructions from the National Committee. The wed- 
ding rings, which the fisherman also relinquished to him, he likewise 
deposited in the bank. 

Thus, ian looting aside, the treasure had been handled up to 
this point with probity. But now from Communist headquarters in 
Milan and Como a triumvirate of party bosses took charge by re- 
mote control. 

The grand architect of the conspiracy was Luigi Longo, who has 
since become deputy chief of the Italian Communist party. Al- 
though technically second in command to Togliatti, on the level of 
party discipline Longo is the most powerful Communist in Italy. 
Physically he presents the classic caricature of the Bolshevik. He 
has the wild hair, the fire-shooting eyes and the unwashed man- 
ner. 

As Il Gallo (the Cock) he got his combat training with the Loyal- 
ists in the Spanish civil war, emerging a master of guerrilla tactics. 
During the Italian resistance he rose to commander of the 100-odd 
Garibaldi brigades. In political texture the Garibaldini reflected 
the National Committee, of which they were the military arm, be- 
ing men of every party banded together in simple patriotism. But 
through Longo they were manipulated by the Kremlin—the famil- 
iar anatomy of many a popular-front movement. 


Two kinds of Communists 
EXT in authority after Longo was Pietro Vergani, chief of the 
Communist Federation of Milan, an equally hard-bitten opera- 
tor. The third link in the chain of command was the chief of the 
Como Federation, Dante Gorreri. Gorreri, who is a plumber, listed 
himself in the Italian deputies’ Who’s Who during his only tenure 
cf office (194648) as a “hydraulic engineer.” He once reminded a 
party Sriggerman who had botched an assignment: “How many 
times do I have to tell you? A slug in the head and a slug in the belly 
—and into the lake. That way they stay down.” 

Communication lines between Milan-and Dongo operated unin- 
terruptedly during the seizure of the treasure. Thus Longo and his 
adjutants were able to follow its course almost as fast as it devel- 
oped. As their first step toward appropriating it they set up a spe- 
cial commission and briefed it for a flying trip to Dongo.

Most of the treasure meantime had been reassembled in one place, 
the town hall of Dongo. The responsibility for keeping tabs on it 
fell to an ardent young partisan couple—Captain Luigi Canali, 
alias Neri, who commanded the whole upper lake district, and Giu- 
seppina Tuissi, alias Gianna. If the history of the treasureis weighted 
with villains, in Neri and Gianna it finds its hero and heroine. When 
an idealistic Communist awakens to the realities of party politics, 
he is likely to lose one of two things: his idealism or his life. Gianna 
and Neri were idealistic Communists who never quite lost their 
idealism, and their life and death transcend in moral import every 
other phase of the Dongo story. 

At 21 Giuseppina was an adept revolutionist. She had grown up 
in Milan’s reddest suburb and from the age of 15 worked as a typ- 
ist in a factory. Both her father, the foreman of a steel mill, and 
her mother were socialists. But the beginning of Giuseppina’s un- 
derground career had no ideological shape. It was simply that the 
sight of Nazis peacocking through the streets of Milan sickened 
her and, with her younger brother Cesare, she joined the partisans. 
To and from their secret meeting places, her plump legs swingin 
impudently past the Germans, she would tote in a falasbottoned 
marketin; hag propaganda leaflets, messages, arms. She was an ex- 
citing gil'to look at, with glossy black hair tumbling to her shoul- 
ders, sassy eyes and a body buxom and bursting with health. 

For three years she had been betrothed to a Communist parti- 
san, Giovanni Alippi, and it was he who gradually introduced her 
to Marxist doctrine. One night she set out to meet him at a mes- 
sage drop in the heart of Milan. She entered the street in time to 
see him captured by Fascist storm troopers, kicked to a bloody 
Pulp, then machine-gunned. 

iuseppina was too well disciplined to go near the corpse. She 
wore mourning as long as she dared, had a Mass said in secret and 
in Giovanni’s memory chose the alias Gianna. Otherwise she kept 
silent. But what the Fascists had done to her fiancé put a keen 
edge on her hatred. It made her a useful Communist instrument. 

Eventually Milan got too hot for Gianna. She fled into the moun- 
tains beyond Como, where the Garibaldini were making life tough 
for the Fascists. The most active brigade, the biggest and the one 
to sustain the heaviest casualties was the 52nd. She reported to 
its commander, who was then Captain Neri, and from that moment 
her life was firmly bound to his. 

Neri too had been bred in the Marxist faith. His parents were 
oldtime Leninists. His sister married a party stalwart and hung, 
without conflict, the hammer and sickle in her parlor and a cruci- 
fix at her throat. "As long as I live,” Neri once wrote, “I will have 
to use both my arms and brain for the ideal and for the party.” 


The tragedy of Gianna and Neri 


NTELLECTUALLY he stood a tall cut above his environ- 
ment. Religious and philosophical literature engrossed him and, 
though he could not afford a college education, he won through 
home study a diploma in political science. He was popular among 
the cherry-cheeked girls of Como, being a crack athlete with a By- 
ronic profile. He married young. At 18 he was the father of a baby 
irl. 

e When Mussolini declared war on Haile Selassie, Neri did a hitch 
in Ethiopia as a first lieutenant, and during World War II he fought 
with an Italian division at Stalingrad, forming meanwhile a Com- 
munist cell within his regiment. When the Nazis overran Italy he 
went underground to organize the first partisan outfit in the Lake 
Como area. 

Neri was 32 when Gianna met him. From the start they were 
powerfully attracted to each other. But Gianna still mourned Gio- 
vanni Alippi, and Neri took marriage seriously. If, under the con- 
ditions of guerrilla warfare, they lived in intimate proximity, now 
in tents, now in open fields, it was the intimacy of soldiers. Neri 
taught her how to fire a machine gun and throw a hand grenade, 
and she fought half a dozen pitched battles at his side. One time 
she manned the Bren gun of a fallen Garibaldino. In another en- 
gagement, grenades in hand, she charged a nest of German snipers 
and blasted it to kingdom come. Neri also completed the politi- 
cal indoctrination that Giovanni had begun. Under his tutelage 
Gianna became a full-fledged party member. 

Late in 1944 a shipment of provisions left Como for Neri’s win- 
ter camp. Fascist police detected it, trailed it and nabbed Neri and 
Gianna together. They took them to a Como prison in hopes of tor- 
turing out of them the whole partisan setup. They tried Gianna 
first. They stretched her naked on a stone floor and lashed her with 
rawhide thongs, locked her ina closet half her height full of ravening 
rats, and on the coldest night of winter doused her in an ice-water 
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MURDER HEADQUARTERS on Lake Como was called the “Sad Villa.” 
Gianna was imprisoned here by Red gangsters the night before she was killed. 
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bath with all the windows in the room open. Although they kept at 
it off and on for three months, they were unable to make her talk. 

Neri they tortured by circling his temples with a metal band and 
tightening it till, as he recalled later, his brain case squeaked. Un- 
able to break him down either, they forced him to watch Gianna’s 
agonies. It was in the throes of their joint ordeal that they finally 
cried out that they loved each other. 

In the second month Neri escaped. Faking stomach cramps, he 
persuaded his guards to take him to a prison latrine. He squeezed 
through a window, dropped 18 feet to the courtyard below and 
vaulted a stone wall. A month later, with the aid of a fellow pris- 
oner, Gianna too went free. When Neri saw her again she was much 
altered. Her once pleasant face and body were crosshatched with 
wounds. She was emaciated, dull-eyed, ill—no longer a girl to de- 
sire. That night he took her into his arms for the first time. 


On the afternoon of April 27 Gianna sat in an office of Dongo’s 
dank, peeling town hall, tremulously sorting the first hauls from 
the convoy. On the floor below, in the assembly hall whither Pedro 
had rough them ram Museo, with pirktcherite simpering’on the 
ceiling, the Fascist ministers sweated out their last minutes. In an 
antechamber Mussolini, who next day was to die with Claretta, 
paced up and down, hands folded behind his back, head bowed—a 
parody of Napoleon on Elba. Through the vaulted windows of her 
office, overlooking the cobbled square and the lake front, Gianna 
could see the townsfolk huddling in tense, awed knots, their nerves 
still conditioned by fear of their former masters. Neri walked brisk- 
ly among them, supervising the treasure as Pedro’s men carted it 
in from Musso. 

She began typing an inventory in quadruplicate. As the treasure 
piled up around her in dazzling heaps the spectacle undid Gianna, 
who never before had held more than a few hard-earned lire in her 
hands at a time. She wept in a kind of rage at her own temptation. 

She interrupted her work when the firing squad lined up the min. 


isters at the water's edge. She had never forgotten the killing of 
Giovanni Alippi and she went out into the square. The fusillade un- 
loosed the crowd’s pent emotions like floodwater bursting a dam. 
From rooftops, windows, doorways, everybody with a firearm emp- 
tied it into the bodies. Gianna looked on with satisfaction. When 
it was over she returned serenely to her inventory. 

By nightfall it was finished. It consisted of some 25 entries, fill- 
ing two pages. Four partisans witnessed and signed the four copies: 
Gianna herself, Neri, Pedro and a Communist named Michele Mo- 
retti, whom the party valued for his blind obedience. 

The special commission from the Communist headquarters at 
Milan arrived on the 28th and convened a secret session. Neri was 
for a policy of fair division. The party, he argued, was entitled to 
half the treasure; the other half should go to the state. But the par- 
ty fancied another plan. The chairman put it into words. The treas- 
ure, he explained, would be placed on a truck in charge of two incor- 
ruptible Communists and consigned ostensibly to the state author- 
ities. Once on the road, however, the truck would be highjacked, the 
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VILLAGE OF DONGO on the upper reaches of Lake Como was the scene of 
Mussolini's capture. In town hall Gianna made an inventory of the treasure. 


Communists killed and the cargo rerouted to the Communist Fed- 
eration of Milan. Who, with Communists themselves the victims, 
would suspect anything other than ordinary highway robbery? 

Until now neither Neri nor Gianna had ever challenged the essen- 
tial rightness of the party. But as the full implications of what it 
proposed to do sank in, their illusions faded. With it faded their 
chances of living much longer. 

"Throw away your own lives for the party if you want,” Neri 
flung at his colleagues, “but you're not going to sacrifice two good 
bons 's who've fought like heroes for you. 

hus Neri, one of the party’s most passionate adherents, became 
suddenly dangerous to its purpose. The commission did not press 
the issue, and the session ended in uneasy silence. 

Longo’s men conferred again within the hour, but excluded Neri 
and Gianna. They agreed, however, that a simulated robbery would 
now be imprudent. Instead they disarmingly informed Neri that the 
treasure would be disbursed his way. During the next two days 
almost all of it left Dongo in a series of large shipments. 


Neri gets a Communist’s reward 


TANNA and Neri accompanied the first shipment. It comprised 
400 million lire ($4,000,000) and a quantity of foreign currency 
packed in six leather bags, five valises of jewelry and Claretta's red 
chest. They unloaded it at the Como Federation in the presence of 
Gorreri, who blandly promised that the lire and the red chest 
would be set aside for the state. In the afternoon Gianna drove 
back to Dongo to pick up another shipment. This one included 350 
million lire ($3,500,000). She delivered it to the Milan Federation 
where Vergani personally acknowledged it. Neri meanwhile depos- 
ited 1,117,000 lire ($11, 170) and 5,000 Swiss francs ($1,175) in a 
Dongo bank, meaning to divide it later among the Garibaldini. 

‘Achird shipment was the wedding rings and the German naval 
officers’ money, which Hofmann deposited in the bank. They did 
not stay there long. The same day Moretti demanded them from 
the cashier. Of their movements after that there is an account by a 
partisan named Carlo Maderna. This Maderna was a chauffeur to 
whom the Communists occasionally tossed a routine job. He was 
not a Communist himself, and in an access of courage he testified 
in part as follows: 

“I was ordered by Moretti to load some stuff for Como, From 
those present I learned that the box contained 35.8 kilograms of 
fragments of gold and that in the tarpaulin, as I saw in consequence 
of a tear, there were 30 millions in packets of banknotes pressed to- 

ether. Having finished the job, I went off with Moretti alone on 
Board, I came to the house of Signor Mentasti [a Communist elder] 
and we started to unload the treasure. I carried it to the head of a 
corridor and Moretti and Mentasti took it and they carried it fur- 
ther in. 

‘When the authorities started to interest themselves, Moretti 
disappeared. Before disappearing he had a talk with me and ex- 
plained to me the way I ought to behave in the event of arrest. After 
15 days I was arrested. On interrogation I behaved as Moretti told 
me previously. This I did for fear of being suppressed. 
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“When I came out of prison I saw Gorreri, who asked me how 
things had gone. I replied, ‘So far so good.’ And he said, ‘You'll see, 
in time nobody will talk about it any more.’” 

‘The various components of the treasure were now crated for their 
final destination—Communist headquarters in Rome. 


Neither Neri nor Gianna had been home for many weeks, and on 
April 29 they parted. They never saw each other again. 

A characteristic of the Communist (as it was of the Nazi) psyche 
is its “legality complex.” The party likes, whenever practicable, to 
clothe its deeds with an aura of formal justice. Neri’s case was no 
exception. Unknown to him, a Communist tribunal solemnly in- 
dicted him for high treason, “tried” and convicted him in absentia. 

It transmitted the sentence for execution to the Lince boys, a 

ang of highway bandits and specialists in murder or, to use the 

talian underworld euphemism, “giving a passport to Switzerland.” 
They had joined the party and the partisans after the fighting was 
over as a shield behind which to expand their activities, and they 
established splendid connections. Their leader, Dino Casinelli, alias 
Lince, headed for a time the special police attached to the Extraor- 
dinary Court of Assize* in Como. 

The most efficacious “passports to Switzerland” were customarily 
issued by Maurizio Bernasconi and Natalino Annone, the one 
squat and pock-marked, the other skinny and bald. 
ess, as they say on the police blotters, 
illa in Como.

'WO miles away, on the lake at Cernobbio, there is a vortex which 

the Communists, like the Fascists before them, used as a grave- 
yard. The lake here lies some thousand feet deep. At dawn the 
Lince boys would take their prey from the Sad Villa to Cernobbio, 
shoot or knife them and gut them like fish so they would sink. 

On May 7 Neri left his mother’s house to wind up the Dongo bank 
account. He did not know that he had been condemned to death, 
but he had heard how the Communists sidetracked the treasure aft- 
er he left Dongo and he was in a mood of profound revulsion. “I’m 
through with the party,” he told his mother. “It’s a filthy, rotten 
fraud, The minute I finish this job I'm pulling out.” 

Around | a.m. of the 8th two Garibaldini ahs were patrolling a 
pass north of Como hailed a gray Aprillia. It carried four passengers. 

y the light of their lamps they recognized Neri. They also recog- 
nized a squat, pock-marked man and a skinny bald one. They waved 
the car on. It continued in the direction of the Cernobbio vortex. 

Amid the festivities of Gianna’s homecoming in the Milan sub- 
urbs Communist police arrested her. They gave no explanation, It 
was Vergani who eventually enlightened her. 

Visiting her in detention, he announced that the party considered 
her disloyal. “As for Neri,” he added, “he’s a traitor. 

Gianna shook her head dazedly. “I suppose Giovanni Alippi was 
a traitor too.” 

‘As Vergani walked out she shouted, ‘Maybe you'll have us all 
killed, but you'll get yours too!” 

The Communists, however, did not plan to kill Gianna just yet. 
They wished merely to keep her out of Neri’s orbit until they dis- 
posed of him. This done, shaweanrecaiel: 

She went to Vergani, She had put on mourning again because a sec 
ond and public Mass was to be said for Giovanni. “Where is Neri 
she asked. 

“Dead,” said Vergani. “He was executed yesterday, and if you 
leave Milan you can expect the same.” 

Gianna defied the threat. She went north to discover how her lov- 
er died. For weeks she wandered up and down the lake. One day, as 
she walked listlessly toward Como, a car drew abreast of her. Inside 
sat a squat, pock-marked man and a skinny bald one. 

Gianna spent that night in the Sad Villa. At about 5 in the morn- 
ing the caretaker of an estate within earshot of the Cernobbio vortex 
heard a scream, than a splash. The date was June 23, Gianna’s 22nd 
birthday. 

Of those for whom the treasure proved fatal Neri and Gianna were 
neither the first nor the last. A month earlier a 17-year-old partisan, 
Antonio Pugliese, alias Il Biondino (the Blond) , who helped assemble 
it, was blown to bits by a hand grenade. The circumstances, as

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in Milan at the time of the murders. _ inthe conspiracy tosteal the treasure, 
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accurately as the police could ascertain from Communists who 
claimed to have witnessed the tragedy, were curious. Pugliese, it 
seems, stepped into a rowboat for a jaunt on the lake with a crony. 
This crony had a whimsical habit of carrying hand grenades in his 
coat pockets. The day was hot and he dropped his coat on the 
bottom of the boat. Pugliese’s foot struck a grenade, disengaging 


the pin. It was never explained how his friend escaped unscathed. 
The police did learn that “the Blond” had been chattering about 
the delivery of the treasure to Rome. 

Another loose-tongued partisan who had been privy to the dis- 
position of the treasure was Giuseppe Frangi, and he too fell victim 
to an “accident.” His body turned up shot through the throat. 

A fifth to die was a local belle whom Lince used as a secretary, 
one Anna Maria Bianchi. She had already incurred Lince’s 
pleasure by shooting her lover, a prized member of the gang, be- 
cause he wouldn’t marry her. Anna Maria was being detained in the 
Sad Villa, while Lince weighed this offense, the night they brought 
in Gianna. In their terror the two girls confided in each other and 
they were overheard. That settled the Bianchi case. Two months 
later Anna Maria followed Gianna into the lake. 

But before they erased her the gang, for impenetrable reasons, 
let her go home. She promptly unburdened herself to her father, 
and in doing so she sealed his doom, Upon her disappearance he 
charged into Como police headquarters accusing the Lince boys of 
killing both girl ce the gang had infiltrated the police force it- 
self, this was the last place on earth to voice such a plaint. He had 
no sooner left the bailing than they were after him—in a car bor- 
rowed from a deputy police chief. They caught up with him by the 
lake. A rifle shot toppled him in. 

They had still to reckon with Gianna’s brother Cesare, who had 
sworn to avenge her. On the evening of July 23 he was boating on 
the lake at Como when a motor launch swooped out of the darkness 
spurting machine-gun bullets. He ducked in time. At last reports 
Cesare was still intact—but watchful. 
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shares with Pedro, one of the four who witnessed the inventory 
of the treasure. Neri and Gianna had their copies with them at the 
time they died. Moretti dutifully surrendered his to the party on 
request. Only Pedro, who was never a Communist and lives today 
in Como, broke, embittered and spied upon, can produce the origi- 
nal inventory. He is not likely to do so, however, as long as he pre- 
fers to stay alive. 

Such was the scope of the Dongo conspiracy, so many accom- 
plices and witnesses were involved, that the party could not hope 
to conceal it entirely, The government launched investigations: 
there have been nine of them to date, but none has uncovered a 
nugget of the treasure nor brought a single criminal to book. 

The most vigorous investigator was an old soldier, General Leone 
Zingales, and what happened to him was typical. He had been named 
judge advocate of Milan as an interim substitute for the regular in- 
cumbent who had fallen ill, and his authority was not specifically 
confined to the Dongo case. In fact the official who chose him, Um- 
berto Borsari, Chief Military Prosecutor of Italy and a Communist 
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wheelhorse, remarked offhandedly as the general departed for Mi- 
lan, ‘‘There’s that Dongo business, you know. Don’t worry about 
it. All you have to do is straighten out the question of jurisdiction.” 

Zingales ignored the hint. Within 10 days he had collected evi- 
dence against 47 people and arrested a number of them. He then 
flew to Rome to inform Borsari: “I have enough proof to warrant 

igi Longo. 

The Chief Military Prosecutor of Italy clapped his hands to his 
head, rolled his eyés skyward and groaned, “Dio mio, what are 
you trying to do? 

He gave the general no opportunity to do it. The case, he notified 
him, would be handled otherwise. The men Zingales had arrested 
were discharged. 

A tenth investigation is in pr But it is improbable that 
even now the criminals will be arrested. Jailing Italy’s Communist 
leaders could spark civil war, and the government is unlikely to 
court that risk, 

‘To what uses the party has applied the treasure affords a lively 
field of speculation. The demands upon its exchequer are severe— 
campaign expenses (on the two elections since the liberation the 
party spent an estimated $14 million); the maintenance of under- 
cover military forces; the financing of the Garibaldi brigades, which 
still flourish under the Communist aegis as veterans’ organizations. 

Then there is the upkeep of the party’s new headquarters in 
Rome, a five-story, block-wide structure in the delle Bott 
Oscure (Street of the Shady Shops). It is suggestive that in June 
1945, within a few days of the treasure’s arrival, the party cl 
the deal on this property. The price was $320,000; the cost of re- 
modeling it, $1,000,000. A Roman wag promptly dubbed it the 
0 Dongo.” 

On the second floor, behind a thick brown door bearing neither 
name nor number, under the red banner of the Garibaldini and a 
portrait of Lenin, Luigi Longo drafts party strategy. But try as he 
will to minimize the Dongo case, it has become a factor in Italian 
politics.

Seldom. does Longo ever publicly mention Neri and Gianna. Yet 
the dead lovers continued to serve the party as late as the 1948 
elections. Since it was not generally known who killed them, the 
Communists dared to plaster Como with this campaign slogan: 
‘Vote Garibaldi to defend the memory of Captain Neri.”
